Only Words of King When 
He Recognized Eldest Son 


Return of Prince of Wales From Africa Said 
to Have Been Turning Point in British 


Monarch’s 


Condition.

: LONDON, Dec. 24.—There have 
been many divergent accounts in 
the press as to just what occurred 
on that night 12 days ago when 


the Prince of Wales reached 
Buckingham Palace after his jour- 
ney from the African jungles .o 
the bedside of his father, King 
George V. 

The correspondent is able to give 
an authentic picture of the dra- 
matic scene enacted in the royal 
Sick room as told by the Prince ’ 
his friends. Even before he greet- 
ed his mother the Prince knew 
that his father had been delirious 
for days when he was not in a 
state of coma, largely induced by 
powerful drugs. 

Hope was low at the Palece in 
those days when the doctors knew 
the King probably would die, if 
they did not drain the abscess. But 
they considered him sd weak that 
they feared he would never come 
Out of the anesthetic. 

Only Queen Mary never seemed 
to lose heart or confidence in her 
husband’s eventual recovery, 

Prince Entered Room. 

It was not intended that the 
Prince should see his father that 
night on which his race over more 


than 6000 miles ended. The 
Queen told him that, if he entered 
the sick room he would nt »ve 


recognized, But the Prince begged 
to be allowed to tiptoe to the bed- 
side. And this he was ailowed to 
do while Sir Stanley Hewett re- 


mained by the half open door. 
The Prince—not 20 minutes aft- 
er he had left the special train 


that brought him into London— 
stood looking down on his father. 
There was silence. A young nurse, 
the only witness of the meeting, 
had risen as the Prince entered. 
She stood motionless. 

The King stirred uneasily, he 
opened his eyes. They rested on 
the Prince. They did not move, 
It seeméd to the Prince, he said 
afterward to his friends, that there 
was recognition in those glazed 
eyes, even though he had been 
told that his father Knew 1 obody. 

The Prince saluted. It seemed a 
strange thing to do, but he could 
not take his father’s hand; he 
might be mistaken; he did not 
wish to break the silence. 

Did You Get a Lion? 
¢ There was a slight movement of 
the head on the pillow. A faint 
voice came—almost a whisper: 

“Did you get a lion?” 

This time the Prince could not 
speak. He just gulped, and then 
nodded. ‘The King turned his 
head again, and closed his eyes. 
The Prince tiptoed over to Si: 
Stanley Hewett at the doo. 

That was the turning point in 
King Ceorge’s illness. He passed 


the best night he had had for 
more than five nights. I> the 
morning, the heart beats were 
stronger, the pulse steadier, and 


after consulting with the Prince 
and the Queen, the doctors decided 
to take the one chance and oper- 
ate. 

There may have been no connec- 
tion between the King’s recogni- 
tion of his heir and the improve- 
ment that set in at once; but there 
can be no doubt that when tr 
story is. generally Known, a new 
romance will be added io the le- 
gends of the Britisii royal house.

are 24,592,370 registered motor ve- 
hicles in the United States, an in- 
Crease of 1,463,055 over a year ago, 
the annual tabulation made _ by 
Motor Magazine from the registry 
records of the various states show.

9 GHILDREN AILLED IN 
EXPLOSION IN STORE 


Others Injured When Fire- 
works Blow Up in Carters- 
ville (Ga.) Place.

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Dec. 24. 
—l*ive children were killed and an 
undetermined number of persons 
injured here this afternoon when a 
stock of fireworks in a small store 
on Wall street exploded, envelop- 
ing the store in flames. 

Two of the children were those 
of the proprietor, Davis Shaw, who 
was himself badly burned. Ef- 
forts to combat the flames delayed 
identification of the charred re- 
mains of the dead.

On boarding the ship, Hoover 
found a number of presents await- 
ing him as well as others of his 
party and he opened all of them.

In bidding farewell to Rio de 
Janeiro, Hoover stood on the deck 
as the Utah passed out to sea amid 
a wonderful display of fireworks. 
The display began opposite the 
anchorage of the Utah and lasted! 
until the mouth of harbor, four| 
miles distant, was reached. Both | 
Mr. and Hoover stood by the 
rail watching the display which 
emanated from myriad mountains 
as the searchlights of the Utah 
criss-crossed in answer to the most | 
colorful farewell that Hoover re- 
ceived on his whole Latin-American 
tour. 

President-Elect Attends Races. 

Hoover’s last day in Brazil be- 
gan with morning church services. 
Then he was luncheon host at the 
United States Embassy with Am- 
bassador Morgan to President Luis 
of Brazil and later at the request 
of the Brazilian President he went 
to the Jockey Club race track where | 
the usual Sunday afternoon races 
were held. 

The appeal was made to Hoover 
that thousands of workmen and 
others accustomed to go to the 
races on their only holiday of the 
week, would be unable to see him 
unless he consented to visit the 
track. One race was named the 
Hoover Sweepstakes and President 
Luis escorted Hoover to the pres- 
idential box amid the acclaim of 
the multitude.

WALKING FISH THAT CLIMBS 
TREES ARRIVES ON STEAMER 


Small Creature, Captured in Afri- 
can Swamp, Has Head of Frog 
and Tapering Body. 

Special to the Yost-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Dec. 24.—The first 
walking and tredé climbing fish to 
visit Boston arrived here today on 
the steamer Westhumhaw from the 
west coast of Africa, under the 
care of Alfred Ejisinger of Wash- 
ington, radio operator on the ship. 

The strange little creature has 
the head and large eyes of a bull- 
frog and the long tapering body of 
a fish. It was caught in a swamp 
at Dakar, French Senegal, on Dec. 
8, a few days before the steamer 
sailed. It may have some of the 
qualities of the horned toad as it 
has not eaten anything since it 
was captured, so far as Radio Op: 
erator Eisenger can perceive, 

The fish swims in water, hops 
on land, finds no _ difficulty in 
climbing trees, lives mostly in 
mud, eats worms and picks. out 
tropical lagoons for its home, its 
captor said. It is 10 inches long 
with a head an inch thick and a 
body tapering to a point at the tail. 
It has a hard dorsal fin on its back, 
not fully developed, and two side 
fins which it uses as ® seal des, 
manipulating its flappers when 
navigating on land. It has a yel- 
lowish green body. 


CHILD, 7, DIES OF TETANUS 
AFTER BEING VACCINATED 


East St. Louis Girl’s Uncle, Former 
Deputy Coroner, Thinks 
Germs Entered Wounds. 

Virginia Ruff, 7-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. George Ruff of 
1601 State street, East St. Louis, 
who was vaccinated Thanksgiving 
day by her uncle, Dr. Lafayette 
Green, former Deputy Coroner of 
East St. Louis, died yesterday at St. 
Mary's Hospital, of tetanus. 

Although several theories were 
advanced, Dr. Green said today he 
was inclined to think the child be- 
came infected by tetanus germs 
which entered through the vaccina- 
tion wound. However, he pointed 
out that Virginia was the only child 
to become ill of some 2500 public 
school children who were vacci- 
nated within a few days because of 
a Health Department order, 

Dr. Green also said the child 
might have contracted the disease 
from a hunting dog, owned by her 
father, which became ill the day 
she was vaccinated and was killed. 
Another chance of infection existed 
last Wednesday after the girl had 
two teeth drawn at home. The 
girl's father operates a soft drink 
bar at the State street address, and 
lives Tretaire:

AMERICANS AID IN 
REPARATIONS 106 


These Experts, However, 
‘ Must Be Chosen and Ap- 
pointed by Allied and Ger- 


man Governments. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. — The 
Washington Government today 
gave its assent to the appointment 
of Americans to serve on the ex- 
pert committee in the settlement 
of German reparations with the 
understanding that the American 
representatives are to be chosen 
and appointed by the allied and 
German governments. 

The United States position on 
this question was outlined late to- 
day by Secretary of State Kellogg 
to Sir Esme Howard, the British 
ambassador, who earlier in the day 
had presented to the State Depart- 
ment head an inquiry as to wheth- 
er the United States would partic- 
ipate in the negotiations. 

After the ambassador’s call, Kel- 
logg conferred with President 
Coolidge and the answer of the 
Washington Government was com- 
municated to Sir Esme Howard 
within two hours of the time he 
had made the inquiry. 

Kellogg Tells of Proposal. 

In telling of the British ambas- 
sador’s proposal, Kellogg issued 
this statement: 

“Sir Esme Howard, the British 
Ambassador, called upon the Secre- 
tary of State this morning and in- 
formed him in the name of the 
six Governments interested in the 


reparations problem that they 
wished to inquire whether’ the 
United States Government will 


agree to American experts taking 
part in the work of the proposed 
committee which is to deal with the 
final settlement of the problem, 
and whether, if so, the United 
States Government would be ready 
to propose the names of such ex- 
perts. 

“The British Ambassador ex- 
plained to the Secretary of State 
that if the United States Govern- 
ment agrees to this, the experts 
proposed will be appointed jointly 
by the Reparations Commission 
and the German Government, but 
if the United States should prefer 
to leave the choice of American 
experts to the six Powers, the lat- 
ter will then agree on the names of 
the experts to be invited. In that 
case the experts will also be ap- 
pointed jointly by the Reparations 
Commission and the German Gov- 
ernment.” 

French Had Issued Memorandum 

“ispatches from Paris tast Sat- 
urday indicated that Ambassador 
Howard had received the invitation 
for American participation in the 
conference some time before. 

A memorandum issued at the 
French Foreign Office read in 
part: “It is highly desirable in the 
common interest that, besides the 
experts to be designated by each of 
the six Governments which parti- 
cipated in the above mentioned 
Geneva decision, a citizen of the 
United States should also take part 
in the work of the committee of 
experts.” 

The experts, the memorandum 
said, should be “independent, with 
international reputation, recog- 
nized authorities in their own coun- 
tries and not bound by instructions 
from their Government.”

In the wreckage of a bungalow 
at 2243 Macklind avenue was found 
a small red can marked “du Pont 
FFF Gunpowder Superfine.” Du 
Pont company officials informed 
police that some ,ootleggers had 
been using this powder to “age” 
alcohol. Charcoal is an ingredient 
of gunpowder.

Police and firemen agreed it w 
the most powerful explosion of its 
kind here within memory, being 
far more destructive than bombs — 
used in gang and labor troubles 
in the last two years. 
The explosion was heard over 
most of St. Louis and part of the 
céunty. Police stations and news- 
paper offices received hundreds 
of telephone calls for information. 
“I thought it was right next 
door,” remarked persons who were 
miles away. Residents of a Cab- 
anne avenue apartment ran into 
the street, thinking the basement 
boiler had exploded. 
The bungalow at No. 22438 was 
literally blown away. The ad- 
joining bungalow, No. 2301 Mack- 
lind avenue, was damaged beyond 
repair. Windows and doors were 
broken, plaster cracked and walls 
bulged in a dozen neighboring 
houses. Bricks and timbers flew 
through the air and dropped on 
roofs and in yards, streets and al- 
leys. Gas mains were broken and 
electric light and telephone wires 
torn down. Wocked doors were 
blown open and loosed from hinges. 
“Just like a tornado,” was tle 
neighbors’ comment, 
Heard Some One in Yard. 
Mrs. Hannah Clancy, 70 years 
old, 2301 Macklind avenue, was the 
only person in either of the two 
bungalows destroyed at the time of 
the explosion. She suffered a frac- 
tured leg, internal injuries and 
nervous shock. Neighbors extri- 
cated her from the wreckage. She 
was taken to Barnes Hospital. 
“I was about to reti-e for the 
night and was in the kitchén drink- 
ing a glass of water when the 
house fell about my ears,” she re- 
lated. “? managed to craw! inte 
the bathroom. Somebody found 
me there, I don’t know who. 
“A second before the house fell 
in, I heard somebody moving about 
in the back yard, but I thought 
nothing of it.”

Director Donnell of Asso- 
ciated Industries Says Bill 


Would Save Money for 
Taxpayers.

A campaign to defeat in the Leg- 
islature the Associated Industries’ 
‘budget bill. designed to put the 
financial operation of the State 
Government on a business basis, 
Was begun last week by State capi- 
tol job holders under the leader- 
ship of Secretary of State Charles 
U. Becker. 

Becker’s personal press bureau, 
conducted by Clyde E. Tuck, a 
State-paid clerk in Becker’s office, 
obtained publication in a -number 
of out-state newspapers of an at- 
tack on the bill. 

This preliminary work of the 
politicians in the cepitol gives evi- 
dence that when the budget bill 
comes up for attention in the Leg- 
islature there will appear in oppo- 
sition to it virtually the sar.e in- 
fluences which accomplished its de- 
feat two years ago. These included 
nearly all the elective State of- 
ficials and several hundred political 
the 
economies promised by the meas- 
ure would mean abolishing the 
many sinecures, and that the num- 
ber of clerks would be limited to 
the needs of the State business. 

Whenever any feature of the 
budget legislation was under con- 


sideration in the last Legislature, 


the halls were crowded with State 
employes who openly lobbied with 
members to kill it. 


‘ To Eliminate Useless Employes. 


The purpose of the bill, which 
has been drawn by attorneys for 
the Associated Industries after 
nearly four years of study and in- 
vestigation of the details of the 
Government, is to create a Budget 
Director who will prepare for the 
Governor a budget for submission 
to the Legislature, and thus to 
eliminate’ duplication of expendi- 
tures, to guard against the pres- 
ent loading of State payrolls with 
useless employes, and in every 
possible way to put the State’s 
business on a business instead of 
political basis. 

This, if successful, would mean 
that officials would be deprived 
of much political patronage, with 
which they now pay political debts 
at State expense, and it would 
mean that many of the political 
workers would be forced to go 
into some private employment, 
where work was necessary to get 
a pay check, 

Although the budget bill was 
not completed until Saturday, 
Becker’s press bureau two weeks 
ago began sending out its oppo- 
sition propaganda. Publication 
principally has been fn those news- 
papers te which Becker every two 
vears distributes the official print- 
ing of Constitutional amendments 
and initiative and referendum pro- 
posals. It argued that creation of 
an budget department would in- 
crease and not decrease State ex- 
penditures, and gave incorrect de- 
tails of the bill. 


Elmer Donnell’s View. 


Elmer Donnell managing di- 
rector of the Associated Industries, 
recognized the type of opposition 
which will be met in the Legisla- 
ture in a statement to the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday. 

“Sentiment, prejudice and party 
politics have not been considered 
by the Associated Industries in 
the drafting of these measures,” he 
said, “but the movement has been 
carried on in the interest of all 
the taxpayers of Missouri to pro- 
vide a system under which they 
may be assured of a dollar in val- 
ue for each tax dollar spent. 

“The Board of Directors and 
committees of the Association ex- 
pect bitter opposition to the whole 
program of business Iegislation 
from certain employes and office 
holders, These men will, of course, 
fight the purpose of the bills, one 
of which is to cut off the State 
payroll a large number of employes 
‘who render no valuable or neces.

Would Equalize Salaries. 
The bill, as prepared by the As- 
sociated Indystries provides that 
the Director of Budget shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and stip- 
ulates that such employes as are 
required shall be limited in sal. 
aries to those paid for similar 
work in other departments. 
Every State department is re- 
quired by the bill to file-with the 
director a complete roster of all 
of salary 
and duties, and the director is 
charged with the duty of making 
systematic investigations of the 
organization, administration, per- 
sonnel and efficiency of each ‘de- 
partment. 
Four months belore each ses- 
sion of the Legislature, the direc- 
tor will call upon each head of a 
department to provide detailed 
estimates of the funds needed for 
the next two years. Based on these 
reports and his own survey of the 
departments, the director will pre- 
pare for the Governor a budget for 
submission by him to the Legisla- 
ture. 
An effort is made by the measure 
to prevent deficiencies, and it is 
made a misdemeanor for any of- 
ficer to enter into any contract or 
agreement which would create a 
deficit in his department, or to 
make any expenditures not in ac- 
cord with. the budget as adopted 
by the Legislature. 
The director is givem pewer to 
take testimony, and any person’ 
who refuses tosobey his subpena 
or who refuses to testify is de.) 
clared guilty of a misdemeanor and 
subject to fine or imprisonment, 
Because of the provisions of the 
Missouri Constitution, there are 
limitations of the powers which 
can be conferred on the director. 
While the bill can, and does, re- 
quire financial statements from all 
officials, and the director will have 
power to prepare a budget for all 
departments, he cannot be em- 
powered to supervise the expendi- 
tures of departments under elective 
officials. 

Other Bills Proposed, 
The measure is one of a series 
of bills to be offered by the As- 
sociation in its efort to improve 
Governmental conditions. One wil] 
provide for central purchasing for 
all departments and institutions ex- 
cept educational institutions, and 
another for the consolidation of de- 
partments which have overlapping 
duties and in which there is a more 
or less duplication of expenditures. 
Donnell, commenting on possible 
objections to the $7500 salary pro- 
vided for the Director, said that 
executive ability needed to admin- 
ister the office could not be em- 
ployed for less money. 

“The State should pay in pro- 
portion to the value of the service 
rendered,” he said, “and the cost 
of the large number of inefficient 
and unnecessary employes now on 
the State payroll could and would 
be greatly reduced through the 
selection of a few men of excep- 
tional knowledge, experience and 
ability to serve as department 
heads, 

“I believe business men in gen- 
eral will agree that a number of 
the responsible positions of State 
do not receive compensation com- 
mensurate with their importance,

AGENTS BREAK DOWN DOOR

Proprietor of Place at 102 N. 8th

OF NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Our 
days gO On bumpingly. Ramming 
the pack, pushing huge cakes 
aside, now backing. now strug- 
gling ahead a little, the sturdy 
little ship makes its way slowly. 
south. | 

Always there is the grumbling | 
and crunching hiss of ice along | 
the side, the shouts of orders, the | 
barking and whining of impatient 
dogs. Outside is the white field 
of snow-covered ice, smooth and | 
rolling or broken and twisted into | 
a thousand fragments that have 
been welded together under the 
touch of winter cold. 

Life goes gayly, nevertheless. 
Busy with their many tasks or 
resting in their bunks between 
watches, the men joke and laugh 
at each other, hurl good-natured 
gibes over mistakes or break into 
song from sheer  light-hearted- 
ness. 

There is much humor in $a 
heterogeneous crew of this kind, 
with scientist and stoker eating 
side by side and commenting with 
the feeling and that good fellow- 
ship which finds refuge in banter 
on each other’s foibles. 

Friendships Prevail on Ship. 

We would be very uncomfort- 
able if we could not laugh; as it 
is, no more loyal and unselfish 
crew ever sailed the sea. It is 
evident in the queer way @ man 
will show consideration for an- 
other’s feelings, or do some little 
thing to help him. 

Down in the tiny forecastle, for- 
ward of the larger forecastle and 
messroom, Sverre Strom, the first 
nate, is playing his big accordeon, 
to the delight of those around him. 

It is a small room, with four 
large bunks along each side, in two 
tiers. An electric bulb overhead 
shines yellow through the smoke of 
many pipes. The blue haze against 
the ceiling, curling around the 
ponderous beams and elbows, is 
thick like the snow and the fog 
outside, making dim the corners of 
the room. 

A litter of packing cases, bags 
and suitcases ie on the floor, which 
is paved with bits of paper and 
string, matches and the _ things 
which tired men drop and forget 
to pick up. 

Clothing Hangs All About. 

Hanging from the partitions and 
the ceiling and hooks and strings 
are ski boots, a lantern, bags and 
bits of clothing, heavy coats and 
oilskins. There is a smell of 
dampness and tobacco and the 
musty odor of boots. 

Some pictures of those left be- 
hind are tacked on the inner walls 
of bunks, smiling faces of women 
looking down on one of the most 
masculine places on earth, a ship

shirt is open at the neck. His 
eager, lean face, burned by the 
blast of many an Arctic night, his 
meditative and deep-set eyes, un- 
derbleached, scraggly eyebrows, 
look far away as he plays some of 
the plaintive songs of his own land. 
A pipe is caught in his teeth and 
the smoke from its drifts up past 
the light. a dim blue spiral. 

Old Sailmaker Blinks Away. 

Old Martin Ronne, the sailmak- 
er across the way, leans on his 
sewing machine, a smile creasing 
his leather cheek on each side of 
his beaked nose, his eyes blinking 
continuously as if he were about 
to fall asleep. But Martin always 
blinks. “Walrus” we call him. 

Bernt Balchen, the aviator, 
sprawls on a pile of bags, content- 
edly listening, and Dean (Babe) 
Smith, another pilot, stretches his 
long legs half way across the room 
and caresses the pipe bowl with a 
grimy hand. 

“That is good,” 
with a characteristic nod of his 
head, as Strom finishes, and his 
face slowly relaxes in a half smile. 

There is something very fine 
about this man Strom, whose life 
has been spent wrestling a living 
from the eternal ice of the North, 
a gentleness and courtesy more 
marked because of his rugged 
strength. He plays a gay song, his 
gray eyes smiling at us as he 
moves his head in time to the mu- 
sic. and our bodies unconsciously 
sway and our feet tap the floor.

His is an ordained world. No 
matter how we roll, with water 
sloshing about his ankles, George 
imperturbably turns out 
things to eat. He is a bit skeptical 
of human intelligence and motives, 
but if in the late covening, one ber 
comes empty, it is only necessary 
to go to George with a sad and 
longing expression to get a cup of 
cocoa and a bit of bread. A phil- 
osopher and a good egg is George, 
whose cynicism has not robbed 
him of his humanity.

David Kreyling, 70-year-old dean 
of St. Louis labor leaders, was re- 
elected secretary of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union for the 
twenty-ninth consecutive time ata 
meeting yesterday afternoon at 
Unity Hall, Grand and Page boul- 


evards. 

Kreyling, a cigar maker by trade, 
has been connected. with unfon 
labor in St. Louis since 1877 and 
has been affiliated with the Cen- 
tral Trades since its organization 
10 years later. Prior to his first 
election as secretary of the body 
in 1900, he served a number of 
terms as president of the organ- 
ization. He has been a delegate 
to more than a dozen American 
Federation of Tabor conventions, 
and has been chairman of various 
arbitration committees and other 
labor delegations. Ee is also a 
familiar figure at civic functions, 
representing local labor unions at 
municipal affairs. Kreyling re- 
sides at 3457 Minnesota avenue. 

Other officers re-elected with 
Kreyling were Dan Murphy, De- 
partment Store Drivers’ Union, 
whe became president for the sixth 
consecutive term; Murray J. Doug- 
las, Street Car Men's Union, vice 
president; John Rossfeld, Brewery 
Worker. financial secretary; Peter 
Beisel, Bakers’ Union, treasurer; 


George Fuller, sergeant-at-arms; 
and William Coombs, E. ‘Evenioh 
and Emil Ruhile, trustees.
